PRESIDENT CHOOSING 
MEMBERS FROM U. S. 


HYDE PARK, N. Y., Aug. 20 
(AP).—President Roosevelt was en- 
gaged today in selecting the United 
States’ members of a Canadian- 
American defense board from a 
roster of names compiled with the 
help of advisers in Washington. 

To allow ample time for that 
important task, his aids made only 
. one Tuesday appointment for the 
President in advance—the usual 
semi-weekly press conference. 

Reporters hoped to obtain at that 
conference a clearer picture of 
the 
board and an idea whether it would 
be restricted to making studies and 
recommendations or have the pow- 
er to take definite action in the de- 
fense of the United States and 
Canada. 

The decision to established a per- 
manent joiint board of defense was 
reached at a week-end conference 
between Roosevelt and Prime Min- 
ister W. L. Mackenzie King of 
Canada at Ogdensburg, N. Y.

Drinking Supply at New Athens, 

lll., Contaminated; Dumping of 

Salt Water Stopped. 

Oil-well operators drilling  be- 
tween Centralia and Okawville, IIl., 
have been ordered by the Illinois 
Department of Health to discon- 
tinue dumping of salt water, a by- 
product of drilling operations, into 
Crooked Creek, following contam- 
ination of the water supply of New 
Athens, Ill, which has caused sev- 
eral hundred persons there to suffer 
stomach ailments. 

New Athens gets its water from 
the Kaskaskia River, of which 
Crooked Creek is a tributary. The 
oil wells are from 25 to 35 miles 
upstream. About half the town’s 
2500 population use water from the 
municipal plant, the rest being sup- 
plied by wells and other sources. 

Joseph Koesterer, plant superin- 
tendent, said relief was expected by 
tomorrow. Ill effects from the wa- 
ter were first noticed a week ago. 
The water was analyzed after ill- 
ness spread to virtually all persons 
drinking the water. Health offi- 
cials said persons made ill would 
suffer no permanent effects, but 
that vegetation and fish life in the 
\|river was likely to.be destroyed.

What t#¢ democracy? 

What sort of education will save democracy?! 

These questions are put to us today by a school 
teacher down in New Madrid County. He has read 
our editorial, “Education Can Save Democracy,” and 
has written his reactions into a very provocative 
letter, 

He is not opposed to the idea of teaching devo- 
tion to democtatice principlés and practice in the 
schoola—there has been only one such letter among 
the many which have come in gratifying response 
to the editorial.

Let us begin with Webster. The dictionary says 
that democracy is “government by the people.” Ex-

A Teacher on Democracy in the Schools. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR editorial “Education Can Save 

Democracy” raises two great ques- 
tions: 1. What is democracy? 2. What 
sort of education will save that democ- 
racy? 

The press will do the country a great 
eervice if it will define democracy for the 
millions of people who do not know defi- 
nitely what it is, for the thousands of 
teachers who have very faint ideas of its 
import and for the thousands of politi- 
cians who do not want to know what it is. 

Forty-two per cent of the voters of St. 
Louis failed to vote in the Missouri pri- 
mary. One wonders what the percentage 
would be of the teachers of St. Louis who 
went fishing or visiting—the very teach- 
ers who would be depended upon, are de- 
pended upon, to teach democracy. 

Now, if teachers do not believe in par- 
ticipation in our self-chosen instrument 
of democratic procedure, how can they 
be leaders of democratic peoples and 
teachers of democratic principles? 

On the other hand, many teachers 
failed to go to the polls in order to keep 
out of political squabbles which might 
end in their dismissal, for, you know, 
Missouri does not have a secret ballot. 

One is forced to wonder whether the 
people actually believe in democracy. Do 
our people really want democracy taught 
in schools? Or do they want, simply, the 

‘teaching of harmless, fine-sounding 
things which do not arouse, do not chal- 
lenge and do not have meaning. 

‘We tind many people believe in the 
“great principles of democracy.” But 
when, as in the classroom, pertinent ques- 
tions are discussed, there is pressure to 
have such and such teachers stopped. If 
pupils in school cannot study the local 
tax situation, the inequities in the assess- 
ment practices, the reasons why 35 per 
cent of the people can rule the county, 
‘the effectiveness of local police methods, 
the need for better local housing—if they 
cannot discuss political parties and can- 
didates, how, then, can we teach “democ- 
racy” in our schools? 

Of course, we ¢an teach the glorious 
work of the founding fathers; that is 
harmless. We can teach the greatness 
of Jefferson and Lincoln; there is no 
issue in that. We can swear allegiance 
to the flag 10 times a week, and continue 
to be as undemocratic as the devil. 

Education can save democracy! But 
until the press, the great organizations of 
citizens over the country, define democ- 
racy and decide that they are willing to 
support the teaching of democracy, then 
we are yelling down a .rainbarrel, whence 
only our mouthings shall return. 

It is likely true that if we are not will- 
ing to work for democracy, when the 
time comes to fight for it there will be 
nothing left but a worthless shell. Do 
the American people really believe in 
democracy to the extent that they will 
work for it and practice it—for a change?

(representative democracy) through a system of 
representation and delegated authority periodi- 
cally renewed as in a constitutionally representa- 
tive government, or republic. 
| Our correspondent will probably say that this is 
a description of the form of democracy. So it is. 
And that, essentially, is what democracy is—form, in 
the sense of method or way of government and the 
life of a pegple. 

Democracy is not the end that we seek as indi- 
viduals or groups. It is the means by which we are 
at liberty to seek those ends, It is one man’s freedom, 
subject to certain reasonable restrictions, to live his 
life as he wants to live it, and his neighbor's free- 
dom, subject to the same reasonable restraints, to 
live his life another way. 

Democracy is not any particular economic system 
any more than it is any particular religion. A man 
can be a believer in the capitalist system, he can be 
a Socialist or a Townsendite. He can be a Catholic, 
Protestant, Jew or a Jehovah's Witness. He can be 
a New Dealer or Willkieite. He may think out his 
own economic system, religious faith or political pro- 
gram. 

Even the briefest acquaintance with the history of 
democracy will show that it cannot be staked down 
as the possession of any one group or class or time. 
As. Harold J. Laski writes in the Encyclopedia of 
the Social Sciences, “inevitably, democracy has 
changed its substance in terms of time and place. 
What has seemed democracy to a member of some 
ruling class has seemed to his poorer fellow citizen 
a narrow and indefensible oligarchy.” 

The philosophers of the Greek city-states, the 
French revolutionists, a Jefferson exemplifying the 
relatively simple agricultural life from which he 
came, a Jeremy Bentham in an England already 
seriously affected by the industrial revolution, a 
Theodore Roosevelt in the era of the trusts, the New 
Dealers after the greatest economic blowup in the 
history of the world—each obviously must see so- 
ciety’s needs in terms of differing times and prob- 
lems. But all were practitioners of democracy, agreed 
essentially on democracy as a means if not as a sin- 
gle political or economic end. 

What we need to teach in the schools is not an eco- 
nomic system but appreciation of the great, living 
fact that democracy allows men to think out their 
economic problems, to improve their economic and 
social systems in the light of experience. 

We need to teach, not that political salvation les 
in the short ballot, the initiative and referendum, 
the one-chamber Legislature, the two-party system, 
or any other one device or group of devices, but that 
dwellers in a democracy have constant obligation to 
be alert, intelligent users and improvers of the means 
of government at hand. We need to teach that we 
can shirk that obligation only at perilous, probably 
fatal, risk. 

The integrated, practical, cumulative program for 
democratic education which the Post-Dispatch has 
proposed for the entire St. Louis public school sys- 
tem under Superintendent Homer W. Anderson would 
not make Democrats or Republicans, as such. But it 
would produce, we fervently hope, citizens sufficient- 
ly aware of the hard work and sacrifice, the travail 
and blood which have gone into American democracy 
that they would zealously do their part in maintain- 
ing it in the world. It would enable them to know a 
self-serving, corrupting boss when they meet one. It 
would also suggest to them the action demanded by 
such an encounter. 

The proposed educational process we propose, 
would, we pray again, instill a pride and a faith in 
democracy which would make it impossible for 169,- 
000 St. Louis registrants to stay away from the 
polls in an all-important primary such as Missouri 
has just had, to say nothing of 200,000 citizens who 
were not even registered. 

Democracy is the way free men make their choices 
for the good of all.

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1940°S WALTER HINES PAGE. 

One of the curdling memories of the last war, and 
the events that preceded our participation in it, was 
the attitude of Walter Hines Page, then Ambassador 
to Great Britain. Page was more English than 
American. Instead of representing this country’s 
interests in the British capital, he represented Brit- 
ain’s interests to a scandalous degree. It was nec- 
essary for President Wilson to reprimand him for 
his unceasing efforts at undermining American neu- 
trality at a time when the President himself was 
doing his best to preserve that policy. 

William C. Bullitt is the Walter Hines Page of 
1940. The full story of his meddling in affairs which 
are no concern of an American representative, has 
yet to be told. We have all read, however, his in- 
cendiary and completely unneutral statements made 
in Europe; ave have heard him described as an un- 
official member of the French Cabinet; we heard his 
radio speech of last Sunday urging the United States 
to commit an act of war by sending destroyers to 
Britain, and now comes another sidelight on his 
activities, 

It is told by Joseph Alsop and Robert Kintner, 
who have a pipe line into the White House and who 
have devoted their syndicated column for a long 
time to the integyentionist point of view. In fact, 
these two men have found fault with the President 
from time to time because he has not gone as far 
in his meddling with Europe as they would like to 
see him go. 

Messrs. Alsop and Kintner now reveal that the 
reason Mr. Bullitt stayed in Paris after the French 
Government fled was “to serve as unofficial Gov- 


ernor of the French eapital antil the German occu- 


pation took place.” As unofficial Governor, he was 
in charge of the Paris police and firemen, who were 
instructed to stay in Paris at his urging, and it was 
in his assumed power to give them orders as to how 
to receive the Germans. 

Was there no member of the French Government 
who could perform this function for his oWn country? 
By what tradition of our diplomatic corps was Mr. 
Bullitt justified in representing, not his own Govern- 
ment, but the Government of a country to which he 
was accredited? Taken alone, this action of our 
Ambassador might be explained and defended by the 
tragic conditions surrounding the impending fall 
of France. Taken in the context of his definite un- 
neutrality, Ambassador Bullitt’s behavior seems to us

MR. WILLKIE’S RADIO MANNER. 

Mr. Willkie’s acceptance speech at Elwood left 
some questions unanswered, but it settled one very 
definitely: he is not a good radio speaker. 

His voice was harsh and raspy as it came out of 
the loudspeakers. It seemed to have a truculent tone. 
Now and then, it stumbled or faltered. Sometimes, 
it broke. There were some awkward inflections and 
pronunciations. “Sacrifiss’ is an example. There 
was scant vocal recognition for the periods in the 
speaker's text, and salient passages often went with- 
out the emphasis that should have been theirs. 

Obviously, Mr. Willkie, who speaks quite well to 
small groups on the spur of the moment, was fight- 
ing his manuscript. Perhaps he is not accustomed 
to reading speeches. That was the case of Sidney 
Hillman when he came to the Auto Workers’ con- 
vention here a few weeks ago with the first pre- 
pared address of his career. 

He started to read the thing, but nothing went 
right. Naturally an easy speaker, Mr. Hillman fum- 
bled for words; the pages of his manuscript bécame 
mixed up. Then he just talked. And the delegates 
began to cheer. Suddenly, however, he stopped. 

“Boys,” Hillman explained as he turned to his 
manuscript again, “I never read a speech in my 
life. Now I want to quote the President's exact 
words. Ordinarily, I would have had a little clip- 
ping, but now I must search through all this stuff. 
You will just have to wait until I find it.” After 
that, the audience was Hillman’s to do with as he 
wanted. 

Obviously, such informality could hardly be ex- 
pected in the course of a presidential candidate's 
acceptance. However, it does indicate something of 
the spirit that Mr. Willkie will have to get into his 
talks if he expects them to be more effective than 
were those of Gov. Landon. 

These are not meant to be captious criticisms. 
Today the radio is a most important single instru- 
mentality through which a candidate reaches the 
electorate. It enables him to project his personality 
as well as his ideas. 

As Mr. Willkie himself said, he is up against the 
champion. Not even professional announcers can 
vie with Franklin D. Roosevelt when he delivers one 
of his fireside chats. True, on some occasions he 
is better than on others, but he is never bad and 
often his radio technique is superb. There is an 
informality, a quality of charm, a tone of sincerity, 
a simplicity of exposition that do much to pile up 
the votes. 

Mr. Willkie needs to capture some. of this, if he 
possibly can. Elocution lessons may not decide 
elections, but they can be a big help. 
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By order of the Vichy government, the Croix de 
Feu will, hereafter, be known as the French Social 
Progress. Well, Hitler leads the German Socialist 
Workers’ Party. 
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WHO WILL EARN THE PROFIT? 

The St. Louis anti-smoke ordinance has caused 
more than one reaction in Southern Illinois.

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THE NAZI WOLF SHOWS US HIS TEETH. 

The wolf is an animal to which the Germans 
have a peculiar claim. For example, it figures prom- 
inently in their folk and fairy tales, especially those 
of the Brothers Grimm. 

So there was precedent enough for Walter Funk, 
the Nazi Minister of Economics, when he bared his 
teeth toward us the other day. It is up to the United 
States, he declared, to determine just how large a 
Tole it will play in world trade after the war. 
However, we must remember that international trade 
will be dominated by Germany, he added. It will be 
on a barter basis, he emphasized, and gold as a me- 
dium of exchange is out the window. 

Maybe! Reichsminister Funk is taking a good 
many things for granted. For one, he assumes that 
a German victory is a foregone conclusion. Then, 
too, he assumes that the Nazis really will elect to 
enforce a cumbersome—if occasionally profitable— 
barter system when it would be so easy for them to 
avail themselves of the obvious advantages of a mon- 
etary system, on a gold basis by simply transferring its 
center from an humbled London to a triumphant Ber- 
lin, Also, he takes for granted that victory will not 
be so costly as to compel the Germans to accept ma- 
terials needed for Europe’s reconstruction on almost 
any terms. In other words, the Reich may be under 
a much greater compulsion to buy from us than we 
will be to sell.

N studying the movement of business 
| :rom downtown centers to the suburban 

and crossroad areas, it may be worth 
while to study what is happening at the mo- 
ment this is being written in Dearborn 
street in Chicago’s downtown shopping dis- 
trict. Deaborn, as many readers know, is a 
block west of State, long famed as the city’s 
greatest retail street. 

In four blocks, five wrecking operations 
are going on simultaneously. But that is 
not all the story. The big half-block cor- 
ner at Dearborn and Lake is a parking lot. 
A block south, where once stood the fa- 
mous Cort Theater, is a parking lot. 

At Randolph and State streets, once the 
site of the proud Masonic Temple (later 
known as the Capitol Building), there is a 
two-story taxpayer built in 1939, and half 
a block east a big corner building is com- 
ing down right now to make room for a 
garage. All this wrecking is going on in 
an area easily covered by a pistol shot. 
Yet it is but a fraction of the wrecking 
that has taken place in the past decade in 
Chicago's downtown district. 

Despite the growth of parking facilities, 
parking is still a headache in most down- 
town districts, and the cost of car parking 
irks many a would-be shopper who drives 
to the suburbs or the crossroads in prefer- 
ence to paying garage or parking lot rates

In St. Louis, the downtown problem has 
become so serious that the merchants are 
engaged in a campaign to rehabilitate the 
downtown area. It is pointed out that the 
St. Louis downtown department stores in 
the past 10 years showed a 5 per cent great- 
er decline than was shown by the national 
index of department store sales maintained 
by the Federal Reserve banks. 

We need not think that only the large 
cities are subject to downtown blight. There 
are hundreds of towns and cities in the 10- 
000 to 50,000 class where the only improve- 
ments in the downtown areas for the past 
10 years have consisted of parking lots, fill- 
ing stations, and new fronts for chain store 
properties, and a few old fronts rebuilt for 
saloons (taverns, if you prefer). 

One important factor, ranking almost in 
seriousness with the parking problem, high 
taxes and obsolete buildings in the down- 
town areas of the country, is the tendency of 
people to seek their amusements in sub 
urban areas—in roadhouses, highway dine- 
and-dance places, the new drive-in theaters, 
country clubs, which have been opened to 
the public, and in neighborhood theaters. 

Night life in a downtown area inevitably 
brings window shoppers who see things they 
want to buy the next payday. But if peo- 
ple no longer window shop in downtown 
areas because there is no attraction to bring 
them downtown, sales must inevitably suf- 
fer in the downtown stores. It seems as if 
it would almost pay department and spe- 
cialty store owners to subsidize downtown 
theaters, night clubs and dining rooms just 
for the purpose of reviving downtown win- 
dow shopping. 

Take the case of St. Louis once more. 
There were once two or three prosperous 
burlesque shows there, as well as the Jef- 
ferson, American, Garrick and Orpheum 
theaters, open night after night. Today 
none of these theaters is open many nights 
a year. There are a few downtown motion 
picture theaters in St. Louis, but the real 
center for movie-goers is miles west. 

Whether a revival of theaters in down- 


town districts, plus a few glamorous restau- 
rants in shopping areas, would actually help 
revive downtown business is open to doubt. 
The trend to the suburbs and the highways 
may be so strong nothing can stop it. 

But the fact remains that at the present 
rate of disintegration, many downtown dis- 


tricts must face the fact that their best days | 


are behind them, It is not so much that the 
actual shopping districts lack glamour, but 


that the areas surrounding these districts | 


have fallen under such a blight that it is 
depressing to travel through them. 

Kansas City is a case in point. The area 
around the new courthouse and city hall 
at the edge of the shopping district is a 
patch of filth, crime and utter desolation, 
and until Gov. Stark lit a firecracker under 
law enforcement agencies, the area was in- 
fested with prostitution. 

How the downtown merchants expected 
people to travel through such an area to 
shop is a little more than one can under- 
stand. No wonder the most thriving part 
of the city is the Country Club district, a rel- 
atively new residential and shopping area 
miles from the older shopping center. 

St. Louis has been smart to raze whole 
blocks of blighted buildings and turn the 
area into a park, but there is much more 
to be done before there can be much pleas- 
ure in reaching the shopping area where the 
famed Scruggs-Vandervoort-Barney, Fa- 
mous-Barr and Stix, Baer & Fuller operate 
the three leading department stores. 


The National Association of Real Estate 
Boards, many town and city planning au- 
thorities, the Federal Government, insur- 
ance companies and many other groups 
have flirted with or studied the problem. 
While there have been theories and sugges- 
tions advanced, so far no city or town has 
beer able really to dent in the problem. 

These changes affect business men in 
many ways. Taxes are increased in congest- 
ed areas in an effort to make up for lost 
revenues, resulting from wrecking obsolete 
buildings. Insurance and mortgage com- 
panies are forced to take losses on invest- 
ments in these areas. Public service com- 
panies are affected, and the problem of lo- 
cating chain stores, branch offices, ware- 
houses and branch factories is, to some ex- 
tent at least, involved in this trend toward 
decentralization of retail business. 

Department stores are vitally concerned 
and, unless the trend is checked, must en- 
gage in vast programs of building branch 
stores away from central areas, or face con- 
stantly decreasing sales and increasing costs 
in downtown areas. And for the owners of 
property in downtown areas the picture is 
a dismal one indeed, with many famous 
estates heavily involved.

Gained 


HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 20. 


VICHY, France, Aug. 20 (AP) — 
Chief of Staff Petain declared today 
that he sympathized and agreed 
with the decision of the American 
people to arm themselves against 


eventualities. 

Marshal Petain was asked: “Does 
France view with sympathy the 
concern of American nations arm 
ing themselves against eventual 
ties?” 

“Certainly,” the Marshal an 
awered, “A nation must be able 
, defend itself against invasior 
Pw. must have means to do so, I 
must study possible dangers. I 
must then decide what moral prep 
arations are necessary to ward of 
that danger. Technical men mu 
be responsible for material needs.’ 

The Marshal appeared in excel 
lent health. He is 84 years old. 

On England. 

Among other things, he said: 

“tT do not wish to criticise Eng 
jand. I ¢annot accuse her. An 
nation has the right to defend it 
self. I feel France was left alon 
to fight out the war on her owrz 
too soon, but I do not wish now t¢ 
engage in resentment.” 

He deciared the French republi 
still exists. Asked whether Franc 
was going toward a totalitarian dic 
tatorship, he cited Switzerland a 
4° example to be followed here. 

“There,” he said, “you have li 
erty and at the same time disci 
pline.” 

“Yes,” he added, “we will remai 
a democracy, but not a democrac 
where everyone may do anythin 
he wishes.” 

“Rigorous Discipline.” 

Asked whether the re-educatioz 
of the peopel might not require 
generation, he replied: 

“You might say that’s true, bu 
we are going to tackle the proble 
e France from both ends. We ar 
eoing to educate both the youth 
and the older people. With yout 
We Can use persuasion. The’oilde 
people are inclined to be more har 
headed. With them. we will resor 
to discipline, perhaps in some case 
rigorous discipline.”

Followed a long argument as to whether 
Paul finally turned to his 


Should Young Moderns Go to College? 


It All Depends on Whether They Have Sincere Desire to Acquire Education

HE percentage of high-school 
T graduates who enter college 

has been rising steadily during 
recent years. The latest available 
figures from the United States Of- 
fice of Education show that in 1937 
24 per cent of all graduates of pub- 
lic high schools went on to college, 
while an additional 5.2 per cent con- 
tinued their educations in other in- 
stitutions. These figures contrast 


with 21.3 per cent who went to col- 
lege and 3.9 per cent to other in- 
stitutions in 1933. 

As a result of this trend, and of 
other factors, many lines of work 
using college-trained employes are 
overcrowded. A university diplo- 
ma is certainly no passport to a 
job today—although jobs were wait- 
ing for more 1940 graduates than 
for members of the classes which 
have recently preceded them. 

So if you are a young modern and 
are debating whether or not you 
should go to college, don’t let the 
employment situation weigh too 
heavily in making your decision. A 
lot of young people have continued 
school during the last decade be- 
cause, with jobs so scarce, there 
wasn’t anything else for them to 
do. But actually, they weren't 
avoiding the problem so much as 
they were postponing it—and spend- 
ing a lot of their parents’ hard- 
earned money in the process. 

It’s doubtful whether an unem- 
ployed college graduate is any bet- 
ter off than an unemployed high- 
school graduate, In some ways he’s 
worse off, because he may have ac- 
quired some expensive habits and 
tastes while getting his college edu- 
cation. He also may have built up 
an idea that the world owes him a 
job, because he’s been to college, 
and a disdain for jobs he would 
willingly take if he hadn’t spent 
four years on some university cam- 
pus. 

Nor will a college diploma neces- 
sarily increase your earning power, 
although often it does. Yet the 
average income of all doctors and 
all lawyers in the country—most of 
whom have received seven years of 
higher education—is less than that 
of many a skilled worker who never 
attended college. In any commu- 
nity you can find dozens of men 
who went to work after leaving 
high school, and eventually ac- 
quired good jobs, or businesses of 
their own. Often they could buy 
and sell most of their neighbors 
with college degrees. 

A lot of young people continue 
their educations because college 
gives them social background and 
something which they think of 
vaguely as culture, The first is a 
sound reason—with plenty of ex- 
ceptions. We know lots of college 
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graduates whose social rating {is 
nothing to get excited about, and 
whose culture is conspicuous only 
by its absence. And we also know 
some people who never saw the in- 
side of a college classroom, but who 
rank well socially, and who have 
acquired genuine culture through 
well-directed reading. 

Many girls go to college for the 
perfectly legitimate purpose of 
finding a possible husband. If you 
have that idea in mind, conscious- 
ly or unconsciously, you’d better 
pick your college carefully. For 
instance, girls who attend middle- 
western co-educational universi- 
ties do far better in the husband- 
hunting line than do co-eds at east- 
ern schools or students at women's 
colleges. 

So far we've probably seemed 


pretty negative in our attitude to- 
ward higher education. But we've 
merely been trying to clear away 
some of the false notions that may 
be clouding your thinking. We 
believe that the one good reason 
for spending the time and money 
that a four-year college course con- 
sumes, is a serious desire to get 
an education. 

If you have that desire, then we 
think you should make ever effort 
necessary to realize your ambition. 
But if it’s absent, if you don’t much 
care whether you ever crack an- 
other textbok or not—we'’d look 
with a dubious eye On your col- 
lege plans, 

America’s rapidly developing de- 
fense plans are going to open thou- 
sands of opportunities to young 
people who have only high school 
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educations. Specialized training 
will be offered to you near your 
own home—vocational training 
which will be very valuable to you 
in years to come. The nation will 
probably need the services of every 
capable young man and woman in 
the country before the present 
emergency is over. So it’s no longer 
a choice between going to college 
and loafing. 

College offers wonderful oppor- 
tunities to the boy or girl who is 
interested in studying—whose mind 
is thirsty for additional knowl- 
edge of some particular field and 
of the world in general. If you're 
that kind of boy or girl, by all 
means, go. If you’re not, we think 
that both you and society in gen- 
eral will be better off if you stay 
home.

COUNTRY EDITOR for 42 YEARS 


Edgar K. Lyles of the Houston (Mo.) Herald LikesHisJob So Well He Seldom Takes a Vacation.

HOUSTON, Mo., Aug. 20. 

F try ec KILGORE LYLES, coun- 

try editor, sat at his desk and 

scanned Vol. LXII, number 52, 
of the Houston Herald, which had 
Just come from the clanking press 
in the back office. He looked upon 
his handiwork, all that he had cre- 
ated in six days of toil, and what 
he beheld was very good. He had 
the satisfaction that comes in its 
fullness only to the editor of a 
country newspaper when a new- 
born issue, fragrant with printer's 
ink, is placed in his hands. 

For nearly 63 years the Houston 
Herald has come, once a week, from 
the back office press and for 42 
years Lyles, at its weekly rebirth, 
has known the pride of parenthood. 
Now, at 73, he is still the one-man 
staff and still the one-man busi- 
ness office force of the paper. 

For the 42 years that he has been 
at the Herald’s helm, and for more 
than 20 years before that, the paper 
has recorded the births, marriages 
and deaths of Houston and Texas 
County, praising every worthy en- 
deavor, excusing faults and failures, 
rejoicing in the successes of friends 
and neighbors, and sympathizing in 
their sorrows. 

Until the hard roads came, the 
Herald served a little shut-in world 
of its own, for Houston was 20 
miles from the railroad and except 
in fair weather transportation was 
difficult throughout the county. So 
the Herald, along with its friendly 
competitor, the Republican, down 
the street, gained a hold on the 
people of the town and countryside 
which has been unbroken through 
the years. 


The Herald is a country paper 
in the truest sense. It has corre- 
spondents in every hamlet and at 
most of the cross-roads. These 
correspondents, true to a tradi- 
tion, aim at anonymity and glory 
in the*mystery in which they try 
to enshroud themselves. They 
adopt cunning pen names which 
may or may not fool the subscrib- 
ers. 


“Little Ted Jr.” reports from 
Ozark that “we are still having 
some. fine showers, which are 
greatly appreciated,” and _ that 


“Mrs. Wilburn McKinney is num- 
bered among the sick, but we hope 
to be able to report her much im- 
proved at the next writing.” 
“Pinocchio” writes that every- 
body at Clear Springs “is thank- 
ful for the good rains we are being 
blessed with” and that there were 
60 at Sunday school and “good in- 
terest was taken by all.” One 
item from “Pinocchio” goes as far 
afield as Oklahoma: “Occasionally 
we hear from J. N. Patterson, our 
old-time neighbor and friend, and 
our latest report is that he is visit- 
ing his son, Lute, at Hitchcock, 
Ok., and receives the Herald every 
week and always looks for news

from Clear Springs. He is having 
a nice visit but expects to be back 
in Missouri in time to vote for F. 
D. R. Here’s hoping you lots of 
luck, Uncle Jimmy.” 


“Polly and Sue” collaborate at 
Mount Pisgah in informing the 
world that “Rev. L. B. Brown and 
wife spent much of their time the 
past week hunting a cow in the 
Gladden and Success communities, 
which had strayed from their place 
about a week ago.” Inasmuch as 
the items from Mount Pisgah were 
labeled by the honest editor of the 
Herald as “received last week,” 
there was a chance that the cow 
might have been foundin the mean- 
time. 


The news from Vada, sent in 
by “Violet,” also received the week 
before, included a boost for C. E.

OBODY can say that the Her- 
N ald is a sensational sheet. If 

something sensational happens, 
which isn’t often, it is the policy of 
the Herald to play it down. For one 
thing, it is likely that everybody 
in town has heard about it before 
the paper comes out. If it is of 
a privileged nature, the Herald 
prints it, but maybe it gets on the 
front page and maybe not. It de- 
pends upon whether there is any 
space left after the really import- 
ant events of the week have been 
placed in that preferred position— 
like the County Court proceedings, 
the West Piney Club’s quilting at 
the home of Mrs. Tressie Britzman, 


DESK, 
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the report of the cemetery associ- 
ation, the church notices, the show- 
er for the prospective bride and an 
account of a dinner for a pair of 
newlyweds, sent in by “A Well 
Wisher,” who expresses the hope 
that “they may have a long and 
happy life traveling side by side 
down life’s pathway.” 

The Herald, needless to say, 
joined in the Well Wisher’s hope 
that the young couple have a long 
and happy life, just as it never 
fails to extend its sympathy to 
the bereaved family when a citi- 
zen passes to his heavenly reward. 
It is because of such valiant rela- 
tions with its readers that the 
Herald has grown strong and keeps 
its strength. 

It is an unfailing practice of the 
Herald to give credit where credit 
is due. Editor Lyles feels as free 
as most country editors to take 
items from his esteemed contem- 
poraries, but unlike a good many 
country editors he never fails to 
name the paper from which the 
item was taken, placing the credit 
line at the beginning, where every- 
body can see it, and not hiding it 
at the end. 


Lyles doesn’t go in very strong 
for editorials. For one thing he 
can editorialize all that he wants 
to in his news columns. Also he 
doubts whether his readers care 
very much what he thinks about 
this or that. They know that he 
is a Democrat and that the Herald 
is Democratic, and that is enough. 

When there is something that he 
thinks should be said, he says it, 
but most of the time he is too busy 
with his other jobs—reporter, busi- 
ness manager, advertising man- 
ager, job printing manager, collec- 
tor and office boy, with the assist- 
ance of his sister, Mrs. Edna Nel- 
son, on the reporting end.

YLES, who has been a country 
L newspaper man for about 50 

years, including the several 
years that he worked on other pa- 
pers before he took over the Herald, 
works about 10 hours a day ordina- 
rily, perhaps a little longer on press 
day, and rarely takes a vacation. 
His idea is that a man who likes 
his work and sticks at it only 10 
hours a day doesn’t need a vaca- 
tion. If he took one he would 
probably spend it at his office. He 
does take time off to attend the 
annual meetings of the Missouri 
Press Association, of which he is 
a useful member. He chuckles as 
he says he is the only man who 
ever refused the presidency of the 
association. He just told them, 
when they wanted to elect him. 
that he didn’t see how he could 
spare the time for it. He has been 
& member of the association since 
1890. 

In addition to advocating and 
promoting community betterment, 
Lyles has been for years secretary 
of the County Democratic Commit- 
tee and has represented Texas 
County at district and State con- 
ventions and at one national con- 
vention. 

As the editor sits at his desk and 
scans the paper that has just come 
from the press, the one thing that 
gives him the greatest satisfaction, 
apart from the paper itself, is that, 
come Saturday evening, he will be 
able to pay the “boys” in the back 
office who helped him make it. It 
is a matter of pride with him that 
there has never been a Saturday 
when his employes had to walk 
out without their pay. It is one 
of his whims to pay them in cash 
instead of checks. All three of 
them have been with him a long 
time. E. E. Elmore, who operates 
the typesetting machine, started as 
a roller boy on the old Washing- 
ton hand press and has been an 
employe of Lyles, and his father 
before him, on the Herald for 45 


years. 
Edgar Kilgore Lyles takes to 
himself the injunction that six 


days shalt thou labor. On Sunday 
he goes to church and teaches a 
Sunday school class and renews 
his strength for another week's 
work and the creation of another 
issue of the Houston Herald. As 
long as he has the strength for 
that he will be content. 


Children Are 


Inclined to Be 
Stern Realists

HILDREN are inclined to be 
C stern realists. They are ac- 

quisitive, self-centered and dom- 
ineering if they are in good health. 
They soon find out that there is an 
“easy mark” among them whose 
toys they can take, whose candy 
they can eat, whose rights they can 
absorb with their privileges, and 
they sail right into him, stripping 
him bare and then casting him out 
with words of scorn. 


The mother of such a helpless one 
protests, saying, “I have taught 
him to be kind, to share his things, 
to be unselfish and this is the re- 
sult. They take his things -nd then 
give him a punch in the stomach 
and laugh at him when he runs 
home crying.” 

They will do just that. They are 
too young to know weakness should 
be protected by the strength of oth- 
ers. With them it is every man for 
himself. Nature safeguards chil- 
dren that way. They are helpless 
in an adult world and unless they 
look out for themselves they. will 
be wiped out. 

They have to be taught to protect 
themselves and share what they 
have with others. They understand 
protecting themselves rather well 
and need little teaching on that 
score. It is the sharing with others, 
the protection of the weak, they 
must be taught. That takes time 
and patient instruction. 


Meanwhile, what about this too 
kindly child? Overgenerosity is an 
indication of something wrong. 
Usually the child is failing to hold 
up his end and tries to buy his 
place, as many an adult tries, and 
with the same result. 


Don’t tell such a child that he is 
kind and worthy of praise. He is 
weak and needs teaching and pro- 
tection. The first thing he needs is 
medical care. The neurological 
clinic or hospital will direct the 
child to the best specialist in the 
place and he will proceed to ex- 
amine and test him in an effort to 
find what is keeping the child from 
his place among his companions. 

I don’t believe in teaching chil- 
dren to give their things away. 
They do not know what they are 
giving. They do not understand 
that everything they have cost 
their people a bit of their lives. 
Money means labor and labor is 
the toll taken on life. No child 
understands that value and none 
meed. Life will teach that later. 


UY ROBERTSON is certainly 
(fone of the most versatile sin- 

gers-turned actor that St. Louis 
has ever seen and St. Louisans have 
seen him in all his phases.

dients. Our conversation, accord- 
ingly, ranged from summer stock 
to stew, with assorted topics in be- 
tween. Summer stock is now his 
big interest, however. 

“You know,” he said when he 
had disposed of the stew sack 
in the kitchenette, “I sort of pride 
myself on the fact that when I 
first came out to the Municipal 
Opera, it was a semi-amateur sort 
of thing, and that one of the first 
shows I was in, ‘Nina Rosa’ was 
the show that brought New York 
critics out on special trains. I feel 
rather proud that in my small way 
I helped pioneer the Muny and now 
I’m here to help pioneer outdoor 
drama at the Civic. 


“The Muny is my first love, of 
scourse—it’s alone. But there’s cer- 
tainly room in St. Louis for a fine 
dramatic company, too. Some of my 
friends have asked me, ‘Why are 
you going over to the other side of 
the fence?’ and I answered, ‘What 
fence?’ Surely this is a city of 
culture where there’s room not only 
for music but also for drama, 


“The Civic Theater has splendid 
possibilities because it’s not like 
so many of the ‘straw hat theaters’ 
around the country. This isn’t my 
first experience in stock,you know. 
In 1920 I played in the stock com- 
pany my parents had. Stock com- 
panies were entirely different then; 
they’d settle down in a town, sell 
the cast to the town, and then 
stay there several years. That was 
the kind of company Dad had and 
he used to boast that his stock 
company was a proving ground for 
the New York stage.. 

“One of his discoveries was Rich- 
ard Dix. Another was Frank Mc- 
Hugh. Pat O’Brien got his first 
chance in my father’s company at 
Asbury Park. In those days stock

companies gave you tremendous 
and intensive training. Now some 
of these straw hats consist of a 
producer trying to teach students— 
whose money's he’s taking—when 
he, the produdcer’s never seen the 
inside of a New York theater.” 
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ROBERTSON’S OWN particular 
acting bug was awakened several 
years ago, when he decided he's 
done enough singing hero roles. 

“I'd gotten fed to the teeth with 
the parts I was asked to play,” 
he said. “As I grew older I got 
to asking myself, ‘I wonder if 
anyone out there actually believes 
what I’m saying.’”. 

It was then that Robertson de- 
serted his singing and swashbuck- 
ling roles, and since then he hasnt 
buckled a swash—or swashed a4 
buckle for that matter.

Answer: Certainly there are ex- 
ceptions. When you get your de- 
cree you may properly ask the 
judge to grant you permission to 
use your maiden name. Legally 
you take back your maiden name 
which was, let us say, Mary Green. 

When you sign you name, and 
whenever no prefix of Mrs. is used, 
no complication arises. But it is 
true that good usage does not ap- 
prove of Mrs. prefixed to a woman's 
Christian name, so for this reason 
you use your mother’s maiden 
name as a first name.

South Gets

To Redouble

contract. The opportunity a*ford- 
ed South, in today’s hand, was as 
splendid as it was unusual.

South recognized North’s dia- 
mond bid as merely a shutout effort 
but, nevertheless, with his éwn 
magnificent fit, immediately saw 
that at least five odd was virtually 
assured. Naturally, South feared a 
spade contract by the opponents, 
but, since he was prepared to go as 
high as six, he correctly redoubled 
at the four level and awaited de 
velopments. To his relief, the op- 
ponents mentioned hearts instead 
of spades. Actually it was tempt- 
ing to double four hearts, since, if 
West's bid had been based on a 
fairly short suit, a double might re- 
sult in slaughter. But South feared 
two things: First, that the oppo 
nents would escape into spades; 
and second, that West had a long 
heart suit, in which case South's 
heart holding would prove insig- 
nificant. Therefore, he chose the 
safer course of bidding five dia- 
monds. East should not have dou- 
bled this, but he jumped to the com 
clusion that South was “saving.” 
South's redouble proved to the com 
trary, and now East, not being able 
to risk a bid of spades for the first 
time at the five level, ran gut to 
five hearts. South, after this, no 
longer had to fear that there was a 
heart loser in the combined North- 
South hands, and with the virtual 
assurance that the club ace lay un- 
der, instead of over, his own king- 
queen, went to a siam. Ke felt 
that this was a better course than 
doubling five hearts, which mivtht 
be set several tricks, but which, 
again, might get off for a small 
penalty. (As a matter of fact, five 
hearts would have been defeated 
only one trick.) South * as vir- 
tually certain, from the very strong 
bidding of the opponents, that a 
double of the slam would follow, 
and a redouble should, he felt, 
prove highly profitable. 

West, holding an ace and a king, 
can hardly be blamed for doubling 
the adverse slam, after the bidding 
that his partner had done. 

The slam could have been defeat- 
ed by the opening lead of the club 
ace and a club continuation, since 
West would have ruffed, but East's 
actual lead of the spade king can 
scarcely be criticised. Certainly 
there was no way for him to tell 
that South was void of spades, or 
that his partner could ruff a sec 
ond lead of clubs.
